The principal item of business done 
Wednesday night at the meeting of the 
Arlingten Co-operative Asso, stock- 
holders at Russel) hall was to vote to 
reduce the rate of interest from 4 1-2 
per cent to 4 per cent *The meeting 
was the 76th quarterly and President 


Kichard Carden presided. About 175 
stockholders attended. 

Several of the officers and stock- 
holders made remarks on the future 
possibilities of the association.

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 


In response, to Representative Can- 
non's speech of notification, President 
Roosevelt spoke as follows: 


Mr. Speaker and Gentleman ef the 
Notification Committee: : 

Iam deeply sensible of the high hon- 
or conferréd upon me by the repre- 
sentatives of’ the Republican party as- 
kembled in convention, and I accept 
the nemination for the Presidency with 
‘solemn realization of the obligations I 
assume. I heartily approve the declar- 
ation of principles which the Republi- 
can National Convention has adopted, 
“and at some future day I shall commu- 
nicate to you, Mr. Chairman, more at 
length and in detail a formal written 
acceptance, of the nomination. | 

Thrée year's ago I became President 
because of. the death of. my lamented 
predecessor. I then stated that it was 


| my purpose to carry out his principles 


and policies for the honor and the in- 


terest of the country. To the 
best of my , ability I have 
kept the promise thus made. If 


next November my countrymen con- 
firm at the polls the action of the con- 
vention you represent, I shall, under 
Providencve, continue to work with an 
eye single to the welfare of all our 
people. 

A party is of worth only in so far as 
it promotes the national interest, and 
every Official, high or low, can serve 
his party best by rendering to. the 
people the best service of which he is 
capable. Effective government comes 
only as the result of the loyal co-op- 
eration of many différent persons. The 
members of a legislative majority, the 
officers in the various departments of 
the Administration, and the Legislative 
and Executive branches as_ towards 
ecch other, must work together with 
subordination of self to the common 
end of successf'] government. We who 
have been entrusted with power as 
public servants during the past seven 
years of administration and legislation 
now come before the people content to 
be judged by our record of achieve- 
mént. In the years that have gone by 
we have made the deed square with the

Never has the ad- 
ministration of the government been 
on a cleanér-and higher tevel; never 
has the public work of the nation beeu 
done more honestly and _ efficiently. 
Assuredly it is unwise to change the 
policies which have worked so well and 
which are now working so well. Pros- 
perity has come at home. The nation- 
al honer and interest have been upheld 
abroad. We have placed the finances 
of the nation upon a sound gold basis. 
We have done this with the aid of 
many who were formerly our oppon- 
ents, but who would neither openly 
support nor silently acquiesce in the 
heresy of unsound finance;, and we 
have done it against the convinced. and 
Violent opposition of the mass of our 
present opponents who still refuse to 
recant the unsound opinions which for 
the moment they think it inexpedient 
to assert. We know what we mean 
when we speak of an honest and stable 
currency. We mean the same thing 
from year to year. We do not have to 
avoid a definite and conclusive com- 
mittal on the most important issue 
which has recently been before’ the 
people, and which may at any time in 
the near future be before them again. 
Upon the principles which underlie 
this issue the convictions of half of 
our number do ..9t clash with those of 
the other half. %o long as the Repub- 
lican party is in power the gold stan- 
dard is settled, . ot as a matter of tem- 
porary political expediency, not  be- 
cause of shifting conditions in the pro- 
duction of gold in certain mining cen- 
ters, but in accordance with what we 
regard as the fundamental principles 
of national morality and wisdom. Un- 
der the financial legislation which we 
have enacted there is now ample circu- 


lation for every business need; and 
every dollar of this circulation is 
worth a dollar in gold. We have re- 


; duced the interest-bearing debt and in 


still

larger measure the ‘interest on 
debt. All of ‘the war taxes im- 
posed during the Spanish war have 
been removed with a view to relieve 
the people and to prevent, the aceumu- 
lation of an unnecessary surplus. Th? 
result is that hardly ever before have 
the expenditures and income of the 
government so closely corresponded, In 
the fiscal year that has just closed the 
excess of income over the ordinary 
expenditures was nine millions of dol- 
lars. This does not take account of 
the fifty millions expended out of the 
accumulated surplus for the purchase 
of the Isthmian Canal. It is an ex- 
traordinary proof of the sound finan- 
cial condition of the nation that instead 
of following the usual course in such 
matters and throwing the burden upon 
posteritv by an issue of bonds, we 
were able to make the payment out- 
right and yet after it to have in the 
treasury a surplus of one hundred and 
sixty-one: millions. Moreover, “we were 
able to pay this fifty millions of dce!- 
lars out of hand without causing the 
slightest disturbance to business con- 
ditions. ~ 

We have enacted a tariff law under 
which during the past fewsyears the 
country has. attained a height “of ma- 
terial well-beihg never before reached. 
Wages are higher than ever _ before. 
That whenever the need arises _ there 
should bea readjustment of the tariff 
schedules is | undoubted; but’ such 
changes can with safety be made only 
by those whose devotion to the princi- 
ple of a protective tariff is beyond 
question; for ctherwise the changes 
would amount not to readjustment but 
to repeal. The readjustment when 
made must maintain and not destroy 
the protective principle. To the far- 
mer, the merchant, the manufacturer 
this is vital; but perhaps no other man 
is so much interested as the wage- 
worker in the maintenance of our pre- 
sent economic system, both as regards 
the finances and the tariff. The stan- 
dard of living of our wage-workers 
is higher than that’ of any other 
eountry, and it can not so remain un- 
less we have a protective tariff which 
shall always keep as a minimum a rate 
of duty sufficient to cover the differ- 
ence between the labor cost here and 
abroad. Those who like our opponents, 
“denounce protection as a_ robbery” 
thereby explicitly commit themselves 
to the proposition that if they were to 
revise the tariff no heed would be paid 
to the necessity of meeting this dif- 
ference between the standards of liv- 
ing for wage-workers here and in other 
countries; and therefore on this point 
their antagonism to our position 5s 
fundamental. Here again we ask that 
their promises and ours be judged by 
what has been done in the immediate 
past. We ask that sober and sensible 
men compare the workings of the pres- 
ent tariff law, and the conditions which 
obtain under it, with the’ workings of 
the preceding tariff law of 1893 and 
the conditions which that tariff of 1893 
helped to bring about. 

We believe in reciprocity with foreign 
nations on the terms outlined in Pres- 
ident McKinley’s last speech, whieh 
urgea the extension of our _ foreign 
markets by. reciprocal agreements 
whenever they could be made without 
injury to American industry and labor. 
It is a singular fact that the only great 
reciprocity treaty recently adopted— 
that with Cuba—was finally opposed 
almost alone by the representatives of 
th very party. which now states that 
it favors reciprocity. And here again 
we ask that the worth of our words 
be judged by comparing their deeds 
with ours. On this Cuban reciprocity 
treaty there were at the outset grave 
differences of opinion among ourselves; 
and the notable thing in the negotia- 
tion and ratification of the treaty, and 
in the legislation which carried jt into 
effect, was the highly practica] man- 
ner in which without sacrifice of prin- 
ciple these differences of opinion were 
reconciled. There was no rupture of 
a great party, but an excellent practi- 
cal outcome, the result of the harmon- 
ious ¢o-operation of two successive 
Presidents and two successive. Cor- 
gresses. This-is an_ illustration of 
the governing capacity which entitles 
u& to ‘the confidence of the people not 
only in our purposes but in our practi- 
cal ability to achieve those purposes. 
Judging by the history of the~ last 
twelve yeas, down to this very month, 
is there justification for believing that 
under similar circumstances and with 
similar initial di“erences of opinion, 
our opponents would have achieved 
any practical result? 

We have alreac’ shown in actual fact 
that our policy is to do fair and equal 
justice to all r en. paying no heed to 
whether a man ‘+ rich or poor; paying 
no heed to his race, his creed, or his 
birthplace. 


We- recognize the organization of

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| as natural outcomes of our. industrial 
Each kind of organization is 
to be favored s« long us it acts in a 
spirit of justice una of regard for the 
rights of others. Each is to be granted 
the full protécticn of the law, and each 
in turn is to be held to a strict obed- 


it-and no man Felow it. The humblest 
individual is to have his rights safe- 
guarded as scrupulously as those of 
the strongest o -anization, for each is 
to_receive justic 1.0 more and no iess. 
The problems with which we have to 
deal in our moéern industrial and so- 
cial life are manifold; but the spirit 
in which it is necessary to approach 
their, solutidh is simply the spirit of 
honesty, of courage, and of common 
sense. 


In ‘inaugurating the great work of 
irrigation in the West the Administra - 
tion has been enabled by Congress to 
take one of the longest strides ever 
taken under the Government towazd 
utilizing our vast national domdin for 
the ‘settler, the actual home-maker. 


Ever since this continent was dis- 
covered the nee? of an Isthmian Canal 
to connect the Pacific and the Atlantic 
has been recognized; and ever since 
the birth of our nation such a canal 
has been planned. At last the dream 
has become a reality. The Isthmian 
Cana] is now being built by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. We 
conducted the negotiation for its con- 
struction with the nicest and most 
scrupulous honor, and in a spirit of 
the largest gencrosity toward those 
through whose territory it was to run. 
Every sinister ffort which could be 
devised by the spirit of faction or the 
spirit of self-interest was made _ ia 
order to defeat the Treaty with 'Pane- 
ma and thereby prevent the consum- 
niation of this work. The construc- 
tion of the canal is now an assured 
fact; but most certainly it is unwise 
to entrust the carrying out of momen- 
tous policy to those who have endeav- 
ored to defeat the whole undertaking. 

Our foreign policy has been so con- 
ducted that, while not one of our just 
claims has been sacrificed, our re- 
lations with al. foreign nations are 
now of the most peaceful kind; there 
is not a cloud on the horizon, The 
last cause of irritation between us and 
any other nation was removed by the 
settlement of the Alaskan boundary. 

In the Caribbean Sea we have made 
good our promises of independence to 
Cuba, and have proved our assertion 
that our mission in the island was one 
of justice and not of self-aggrandize- 
ment; and thereov no less than by our 
action in Venezuela and Panama we 
have shown that the Monrce Doctrine 
is a Ll: ing reality, designed for the 
hurt of no nation, but for the protec- 
tion of civilization on the western con- 
tinent. and for’the peace of the world. 
Our steady gro th in power has gene 
hand in hand with a strengthening dis- 
nosition to use this power with st-i-t 
regard for the rights of others, and for 
the cause of international] justice : nd 
goodwill. 

We earnestly cesire friendship with 
all the nations of the New and Old 
Worlds; and w. endeavor to place 
our relations with them. upon a basis 
of reciprocal adv intage instead of hos-“ 
tility. We ‘old that the prosperity of 
each nation is an aid and not a hind- 
rance to the prosperity of other 
nations. We see!: international amity 
for the same reasons that make us be- 
lieve in peace within our own bor- 
ders: and we seek this peace not be- 
cause’ we are afraid or unready, but be- 
cause.we think that’ peace is-right as 
well as advantageous. 

American interests in the Pacific have 
rapidly grown. American’ enterprise 
has laid a cable across this, the great- 
est. of oceans,. We have proved. in ef- 
fective fashion’ that “we wish the Chin- 
ese Empire well and desire its integ- 
rity and independence. wer , 

Our foothold in the Philippines great- 
ly strengthens our position in the com? 
petition for the trade of the Cast; but 
we care governing the Philippines~ in 
the interest: of the Philippine people 
themselves. We have already given 
them a large share in' their govern- 
ment and our purpose is to increase 
this share as r nidly as they give evi- 
dence of increasing fitness for the task. 
The great miajority of the officials of 
the islands, whether elective or ap- 
pointive are already native Filipinos. 
We are now providing for a legislative 
assembly. This is the first step to 
be taken in the future; and it would 
be eminently unwise to declare what 
our nt step will be until this first step

Eastern War Flames Endangering Europe 


Stinging from the long series of defeats on land and sea at the hands 
of her oriental antagonist, Russia deliberately has invited the warlike 
roar of the British lion and the disapproval of friendly France and 
Germany by her manner of enforcing the right of a belligerent to search 
neutral ships on the high seas. Not,only was the British merchantman, 
Malacca, stopped and searched in the Red sea by the Russian volunteer 
crulser Petersburg, which recently had passed the Dardanelles as an 
unarmed merchant vessel, but also a Russian crew was sent aboard the 

; Malacea which took her back through the canal as a prize of war. By 


this time the British nation was ready for war with the hated Muscovite 
if necessary and was only partly mollified when the czar ordered the re- 
lease of the Malacca, though still insisting on the right to search her 
for contraband of war. British warships in the Mediterranean were 
held ready for instant action. 

The decisive war move last week was the unsuccessful effort of Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin to regain Motien pass, Which was held by the Japanese. 
This oceurred under cover of a fog, July 17, but the Japanese advance* 
held out so stubbornly that there was time for re-enforcements to come 
up, which enabled them to force back the Russian army, with a loss to 
the latter of 1,000 men. Following this battle the Japanese in great 
force advanced to Kiaotung so as to surround and envelop the Russian 
left Kiaotung was then taken after a stubborn resistance on July 18 ‘and 
19, the Russians retreating. . 

This was believed to be the signal for a general closing in on the Rus- 
sian main army positions at Tasbichao and Haicheng by the Jap armies 
under Oku and Nodzu, while the grip on Port Arthur tightened. Field 
Marshal Oyama was in sole command. , >

By attending strictly to his 
duties and his interest in the workings 
of the road, he rose step by step until he 
became one of the most trusted engi- 
neers on the line. He served in this 
capacity until compelled to give it up a 
He worked on the 
road during the time when Hobart, ‘F. 


Andover men, were presidents of the 
system. It has been said that Mr. Pasho 
ran the first train over the line from 
Lawrence to Manchester. 

Since Mr. Pasho’s retirement from 
railroading he has lived the quiet life of 
afarmer on Summer street. Although | 
not connected with any church he was in- | 
terested in the Free church, Mrs. Pasho 
being a member of that parish when | 
living. ‘While an engineer Mr. Pasho 
otce brought a young maple tree on his 
engine and planted it on the Free 
church land. *It-grew quickly and is 
now one of the handsomest maples in 
Andover. Mr. Pasho has been afflicted 
with deafness for the last 15 years and 
during that time he has failed in health. 

He was a member of Grecian lodge, 
A. F. and A. M., of Lawrence, and was 
formerly a member of the I. O. O. F., 
having belonged to the old lodge in town.

ings to which the name “Palace” is 
given, to none is it more applicable than 
to the Palace of Agriculture.. For not 
only is it the largest building (having an 
area of 21 acres), but in the beauty of its 
exhibits it ‘surpasses all except the 
Palace of Fine Arts. Fruits and nuts, 
the various grains—threshed or on the 
stalk, mosses and. vines, surpass all man- 
ufactured products -for decorative ef- 
fects; while nature’s products, massed 
in brilliant display, surprise the beholdér 
at the agricultural wealth of some of the 
“desert ’ states. Among the more strik- 
ing displays may be named Mississippi’s 
“King Cotton,” the Kansas Indian 
(made of grain and clad in corn husk 
garments), and the charming statuesque 
effects of tons of butter in cold storage. 
All sorts of rural scenes were thus de- 
picted, the one attracting most attention 
being a life size portrayal of Marquette, 
a companion and an Indian guide, canoe- 
ing down a rapid river, the likenesses all 
good. Cola storage is to be thanked for 
many excellent displays in this building, 
in most of the exhibits in the Palace of 
Horticulture, in the fine array of the 
Government’s Agricultural Department, 
and in several atate buildings. Such 
fruits, so large, so beautiful, and so 
fresh, are a delight to the eye, and cause 
a yearning of the palate. In Agricul- 
ture, as. in all her exhibits in this 
Fair, Germany presents the scientific 
and analytical side of the subject. In 
that respect Germany is unique. Even 
in the Palace of Education she presents 
no array of methods or results, but the 
philosophical side of the matter. Many 
visitors consider that Germany has the 
greatest exhitit on the grounds. Japan 
is certainly second. - And they who haye 
supposed that the Sunrise Kingdom has 
ability chiefly in imitation, will fre- 
quently readjust their opinions here. 
Nowhere was the writer more impressed 
by this originality of thé Japanese than 
in their department in the Palace of 
Education, where a delicate instrument 
for measuring earthquakes is shown. 
Was it designed in Japan? was asked. 
“ Of course,’ was the slightly resentful 
reply, followed by the usual courteous 
explanation. 

Among the States, Missouri holds the 
palm for extent and beauty of her dis- 
plays in all departments, though she 
makes the greatest variety in Agricul- 
ture and Mining. 

Magazines have informed ‘Townsman 
readers upon these various palaces, and 
the writer will only state a little of his 
own impressions “in passing through 
them. In Manufactures it was notable 
that no foreign firms incline to exhibit 
the making of woolens and silks, appar- 
ently conceding skill and commercial 
headway to the United States. In the 
same building the most picturesque ex- 
hibit was that of the Simmons Hardware 
Co., which depicted rapids and falls in 
the river, fountains, stars, all in motion, 
by means of revolving’ auger bits. 
eral Italiau firms massed a charming dis- 
play of statuary in this building. In 
Mines and Metallurgy, Pennsylvania has 
several large models showing the work 
of coal mining, both below and above; 
ground. Louisiana presents a female fig- 
ure of pure salt. “Thé pit of the Bethle* 
hem Steel Co. illustrates the production 
of great guns, projectiles, etc. ‘ Coal is 
King" in Nova Scotia. “ Iron is King” 
in Alabama, whose exhibit is grouped 
about a colossal Vulcan. with his head 
The statue is 56 feet 
high and weighs 60 tons. In, 
had an output of $21,128,147 in gold, sil- 
ver, lead, copper. In the Palace of Lib- 
eral Arts is a maze of handiwork. Great 
Britain and Ireland occupy a large space 
with a most extensive array, Here is 
presented the work of the several Ex- 
ploration Societies, (Egypt, Palestine, 
Babylon, etc.), with charts, relief maps, 
and models of great interest. In this 
building is the beautiful “bubble fount- 
ain” of Fairy Soap. A remarkable auto- 
matic organ from Paris was heard here, 
playing as an orchestra, a brass band, or 
an organ, as determined by the slots in 
the roll of cardboard. .The Palace of 
Varied Industries contains chiefly an 
array of fabrics to please the eye, and is 
a part of the exhibit of Manufactures. 
The Welfare Work in home and com- 
munity carried on by the National Cash 
Register Co. is full of interest. The 
Palace of Electricity is filled with the 
wizzards and their works. The Niagara 
Falls Power Co. show a model of the 
greatest dynamo in the world. There 
are stations of the DeForest ‘“ wireless” 
where one may send or receive an aero- 
gram. Great Britain has a model of 
Behr’s high-speed mono-railway, on 
which they claim to run acar 110 miles 
an hour. Ina large case is a historical 
collection of incandescent lamps, show- 
ing the modifications and improvements 
during the years. The Palace of Ma- 
chinery is athrob with the beat and roar 
of mighty engines, of which your 
readers, dear Townsman, know more 
than the writer. Hecan only say that 
in a long walk back and forth through 
this tremendous building the thought 
grew upon him that power is of the 
mind, and that the universe itself is but 
the working rhythm of one mind turn- 
ing thoughts into the tangible and visi- 
ble. In Transportation, one meets the 
exhibition of processes in the growth of 
the locomotive. The first thought of 
such a method of travel took shape in 
1680 in a big steam ‘kettle on wheels. 
Here are shown Cugnot’s locomotive, 
the first in the world to move on land 
by steam; Murdock, 1780, the first in 
England; Evans in 1804; The “ Pumping 
Billy ” in 1813, and so on, until in 1831, 
when DeWitt Clinton produced his train, 
a little locomotive and three stage 
coaches fitted on car wheels. Again 
Japan surprises one with her system of 
transportation and remarkable adapta- 
tion to island conditions. The United 
States has a small space to demonstrate 
the need of rapid transportation in time 
of battlé? 

The Palace of Forestry, Fish and Game 
abounds in attractions. Canada has au 
artistic rustic bridge, which is composed 
of 3000 different varieties of wood. The 
Alaska Salmon Works, Minnesota gamé 
exhibit, and the St. Louis Fur Co., make 
excellent use of a large painted back- 
ground. In fact throughout the Fair 
one meets*this use of the panorama, 
usually with marked success. Austria 
blends soil and verdure with painted 
scenery in several exhibits of railway 
construction; California displays a large 
exhibit (in Horticulture) of an irrigating

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‘same thing in a 


plant, and behind stretch away the 
snowy mountains of the coast range; and 
in the Pike some of the best attractions 
are panoramic. Long before one reaches 
the main-entrance to the grounds the 
lofty, snowy mountains of.the Tyrolean 
Alps seem, in dim distance,-to:dwarf the 
towers of the great buildings. {But let 
the visitor be content .with .this” noble, 
outside view of the Alps,and he will not 
then regret the quarter to get in and the 
several juarters to get out!) 

On entering the Palace of Education 
and Social Economy the first thing the 
writer saw was the imposing booth of 
the Prudential Insurance Co. It and 
the German Government Insurance Co., 
are tlie only ones to demonstrate that 
department of Social. Economy. The 
usual interesting display of school work, 
by states, and of a number of colleges, is 
here, and ip addition very fine exhibits 
of methods in training the blind, also a 
department of hygiene, another of 
charity and benevolence, and another of 
correction showing the better methods 
of attempting tocheck the development 
rele and limit the influence of the 


But the Building of the U. S.. Govern- 
ment is the one to increase the heart- 
beat of the American, and frequently 
make him stop and raise his hat. For if 
he has already visited the Alaska build- 
ing,- the Indian Reservation and School, 
and strolled through the great exhibit 
from the Philippines, he has become 
convinced that Uncle Sam is a great 
man, but that the world believes him to 
be even more, a good man. So as he 


pauses before the Government Building, | 


it is like a voice from the Republic’s 
heart to his heart as he reads the words 
far aloft: — 

Tothe Pioneers who first braved 
the unknown, whose deeds devel- 
oped the. vast empire comprised in 
the Louisiana Purchase, this build- 
ing is dedicated by a grateful people. 

In the centre of the building is the im- 
posing statue of Armed Liberty, while 
on one side the Navy Department, and 
on the other the War Department, have 
marshalled their wonders and their 
models, preserving hallowed memories, 
furnishing inspiration to all whose eyes 
are opened. Suffice it to say that each 
Department has a most illuminating 
exhibit of its work, Prominent: in the 
State Department is a beautiful model 
of the National Capitol, and near by 
portraits of Roosevelt and John Hay. 
The Department of the Interior has a 
brilliant exhibit of the U.S. Reservation 
at Hot Springs; and under the Bureau 
of Education $ne may see wonderful 
panoramas. of the ’Grand Canon of 
Arizona and of the Yellowstone National 
Park. ‘To the knowledge or imagination 
of the intelligent readér must be ‘left 
the array of interesting things grouped 
in the Departments of Agriculture, 
Justice, Post-Office, Treasury, Commerce 
and Labor, and the Smithsonian In- 
stitute, 

A stone’s throw from.the Government 
Building stands the U.S. Fish Commis- 
sion Building, which seems to be always 
crowded. Tanks containing most of the

The Palace of Fine Arts consists of 
three buildings and annex behind Fes- 
tival Hall and the Colonnade of States. 
In the rotunda of the main building 
statuary, representing all races and 
eras, is gathered with grand effect. 
The other rooms of this building are 
devoted tothe fine arts of the United 
States. But the exhibition of paint- 
ings is disappointing. Here are hun- 
dreds of choice canvases, in all the 
styles, and a very wide range of sub- 
jects, landscapes, and marines of great 
excellence, and the portraits best of all, 
yet there is not one that halts the ob- 
server and compels his absorbed atten- 
tion. Only two canvases in this build- 
ing gather about them a score of per- 
sons; one entitled ‘‘ Head over Heels ’’ 
represents a dozen newsboys and boot- 
blacks watching the efforts of one of 
their number to walk on his hands. 
The other was a vivid portrayal of a 
critica] surgical] operation by Dr. Agnew 
before his class. Exquisite colorists, 
but hardly an idealist, are here. But 
when we enter the other buildings of 
the Fine Arts group we realize how 
much U. S. has to achieve in painting. 

Today is the anniversary of the de- 
struction of the Bastile, and was ob- 
served this afternoon by a reception and 
dedication of a statue in the building of 
France. An account of the choral con- 
tests this week in Festival Hall, and of 
some features of the Pike, must be re- 
served for another communication.

HISTORICAL ANDOVER 


The Berrys of Andover. 
No. 125. 

The earliest records spell the name 
Berry and Barry, but always Berry by 
those who knew how to spell, and it 
was perhaps pronounced variously. 

I have no report to make on the 
ancestor of ?Thaddeus Berry of Lynn, 
Rumney Marsh (Chelsea), and Boston. 
His estate was divided between the 
children in 1718, record in Boston. 
The eldest son, John, of Wenham (near 
Danvers line), looked after mother 
Hannah, and had brothers *Samuel, 
Thomas, and Daniel, sisters Elizabeth, 
wife of Joseph Townsend, Hannah, 
wife of Edmond Needham, Sarah, wife 
of Thomas Stockton, Rebecca, of Wil- 
liam Bassett, and Abigail, of John 
Bassett, Jerusha, of Ebenezer Merriam, 
while- the inevitable spinster of the 
family, *Mehitabel, closed the list in 


We must follow the fortunes of 
2John in a limited paper like — this. 
His mother was Hannah Farrar, daugh- 
ter of Thomas and Elizabeth of Lynn. 
Bodge gives the record of Thaddeus in 
“King Philip’s War”, 1676, in Col, 
John Whipple’s Company, that was 
credited to Lynn, and as a soldier 
grantee in the award to Narragansett 
fight men, his claims lay in Buxton, 
Maine, in 1735, and were taken by 
John Mitchell and Mary Mitchell and 
Ambrose Berry, whose connection with 
Thaddeus, whether-of blood of. ‘.gqmn- 
mercial” 1 have not traced, 

The wife of John Berry, of Wen- 
ham, was Rgthel, whose’ family has 
not yet bé&n .stumbled .upon.” He 
moved ‘into Danvers about 1709, when 
he appears upon the minister’s tax, and 
in some. depositions of 1719 said he was 
In 1722 
le had returned to Wenham, appa- 
rently buying a large estate for 540 / in 
Salem of Edward Fuller, the village 
blacksmith, near the Boxford line. 
This estate was a little later set off to 
the present town of Middleton, where, 
in 1727, he divided 60 in value of 
Fuller land to four sons (said land lying 
near their own)—‘Joseph, nowhere 
else found in records, *Samuel, *Eben- 
ezer, *Ben. The land at Chelsea had 
been sold by father *John to his 
brother ?7Thomas, as most of the second 
generation remained in the vicinity of 
Boston, while the line of %John built 
the town of Middleton. 

There were other prominent Berrys 
in the colony, besides the line of Thad- 
deus. Newbury and other towns had 
lines which will probably be taken up 
in July issue of the Essex Antiquarian. 
Mariners and traders abound, but 
Thaddeus and his descent were plain 
farmers for years, till intermarriage 
changed the bent. Some of the Berrys 
elsewhere were prominent as phy- 
sicians. Barnstable County had many 
early like Richard, Edmond, and An- 
thony, and the connection between 
these emigrants may be placed some- 
time by research abroad. Capt. Thomas 
Berry, of Boston, who died on the 
voyage from Jamaica in 1685, buried 
at sea, left an only son who was a Har- 
vard- graduate, married the president's 
daughter, and left a son, Col. Tom, a 
physician of note, ancestor of the late 
Henry Dutch Lord, a genealogist, who 
did very good work on Berry lines. 

.' Joseph Berry, whose first wife, 
Sarah, has escaped us, was the first to 
enter Andover records. Rebecca, 
daughter of Thomas Farnum and Han- 
nah Hutchinson, married Obadiah Holt 
in 1726, and in 1739 he died up on the 
‘Kennebec in camp, perhaps on a pro- 
specting or trading trip. Whether his 
family had evér lived there, or whether 


Joseph Berry was a companion, I did 


not discover, but in 1742, Joseph, hav- 
ing lost Sarah, annexed the widow 
Rebecca Holt and her Holt tribe to his 
band of Berrys, and they raised one- 
half brother ‘John Berry, born 1743, 
who married Eunice Howe and lived 
around Boxford way. in 1773. This 
record in Andover is somewhat broken. 
Joseph b. 1726, ‘Sarah 1727, *Hannah, 
wife of Andrew Foster, jr., of Andover, 
in 1753, *Abigail 1733, *Bartholomew, 
Nov. 3, 1734, wife Elizabeth Hayward 
of Reading about 1757, *Mary 1737, 
children of Sarah, are all I could re 
cover of this family. The record of 
8Ben, the other Andover ancestor, is 
more obscure, and I am hoping the 
Antiquarian may give-us family records 
to piece out. a. 


a } 


a —— 
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Born 1709, *Ben, married Priscilla 
Smith in 1736, and was then -ealled a 


resident of Andover. From my own 
search, and notes fromthe ‘Stiles’ 
sketch of Middleton in the Essex 
County Standard History, I conclude 
he was the Ben who bought the old 
Samuel Farnum estate on the Andover 
line, near his land in Middleton. His 
eldest son, ‘Ben, was recorded in Mid- 
dieton in 1739, married very young, 
and seems to be in Andover with wives 
Mary and Phebe all before 1776. 
‘Sarah, born 1758, after a long gap 
filled up by a son recorded without 
name in Andover in 1743, and John 
born 1756, baptized in our North 
church, and later with a wife, Polly 
annexed still to be explored, are all I 
could find by the wife Priscilla Smith. 
In 1775 he was Capt. Ben, and married, 
in Andover, widow Ruth Estes, whose 
maiden name I have not got, and a 
son, ‘Daniel Berry, recorded in bap- 
tisms of North church, 1777, was Dr. 
Daniel Berry of Salem, who married 
Susanna Farnum of Andover in 1809, 
and a son, ‘Ebenezer, still younger, and 
called a minor in the probate notice of 
8Ben in 1789, was father of ‘Ebenezer 
Gardner Berry of Danvers, who married 
Elizabeth Abbott of Andover, and the 
children are well known here through 
the relatives, Asa and Sylvester Abbott, 
at whose home Elizabeth was “ raised”. 
The only surviving daughter, *Emily 
Gardner Berry, widow of John Syl 
vester Learoyd, spends her ‘summers. 
with us, and one son, 7Charles, is a 
prominent young physician of Taunton. 
This family will: probably: be fully given 


inthe Berry genealogy. Thepold and. 


famous Berry tavern of Danvegs Square 
was started by the ‘Ebenezer of Ando- 
ver, who, according to Stiles; owned a 
farm where he was born, last house on 
North Andover line of Middleton, on 
the North Road, a cellar hole visible 
in 1880 —near railread. This was the 
Farnum estate, bought by *Capt: Ben 
on a mortgage. ‘Ebenezer left this 
farm and’ was owner of the Danvers 
tavern. ‘Ebenezer, at the age of 80, 


told this to Mr. Stiles, who sent it to - 


the Townsman in Mr. Carpenter’s day, 
when we hada regular weekly historical 
column.

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TECH'S INDIVIDUALITY 


State of Massachusetts and the 
Institute of Technology 


That education is an extremely im-: 
portant factor in the progress of a peo- 


| ple is a fact which has always been 


appreciated by the citizens of this 


state. As early as. 163u, the general 
court of Massachusetts Bay voted to 
give £400. toward Harvard college, re- 
citing that “the encouragement of arts 
and science, and all good literature 
tends to the honor of God, the advance- 
ment of the Christian-religion, and the 


“penefit of this and the other United 


States of America.” ’ 
Standing in the industrial develop- 
ment of our pation, mid way between 
the time when this sentiment was ex- 
pressed and the present, Gov. Andrew, 
in an address delivered in 1863, re- 
viewed the results of the efforts of the 
past along an educational line and 
looked forward with a true prophetic 
vision into the future. “You owe,” said 
he, “all of your wealtb to cultivated, 
instructed, intelligent industry; you 
have conquered by first understanding 
nature—and doubt not that in the won- 
derful future about to dawn upon our 
country, the part you are to enact of 
beneficence and glory, under the in- 
spiration of your generous culture and 
expanding thought, will transcend all 


_the former achievements of your indus- 


try and will outshine the lustre of your 
arms.” 

Time has verified these words. 
Shortly after the war Massachusetts 
saw the South and West take from her 
her agricultural supremacy ; she saw her 
shipping outstripped until today in 
comparison with that of other states it 
‘is but a drop in the bucket; and now 
she is seeing her manufacturers slowly 
but surely involved in the same plight. 

Massachusetts bas lost the suprem- 
acy in these things not because of lack 
of effort on tle part of her sons, but 
because equal effort was applied, often 
ly Massachusetts men, to superior re- 
sources in other parts of the country. 
Educationally, however, this state has 
not merely held its own, but has been 
the leader of all others. Harvard has 
always enjoyed an enviable position as 
an educational ractor. 
of her sons and friends assures her 
permanence. Of late years another in- 
stitution, the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, has sprung into prom- 
inence to uphold with Harvard the fair 
name of the state. ‘ 

Ever since 1857, Professor William 
Barton Rogers had been urging upon 
the citizens and legislators of Massa- 
chusetts his plans for the foundation 
of a comprehensive school of science 
and technology. On April 10, 1861, two 
days before the firing upon Sumter, the 
legislature of Massachusetts gave effect 
to his plans by the incorporation of the 
first separate and complete school of 
technology in Amertca. Massachusetts 
then, represented by Tech, was the 


‘pToneer ineducation as applied to the 


arts and sciences, a phase of education 
which, besides accomplishing inestim- 
able material advantages, is Working a 
revolution in the methods of education 
itself. . ‘ 

The Instit#e of Techitescgy  in- 
augurated the Jaboratory. ‘system of 
teaching which has since been adopted 
not only in the techvical si®ols, but 
invevery classical colicg¢ or university 
of ‘respectable standing in the United 
States as well as in High schools and 
academies. The president of tbe insti- 
tute, Dr. Runkle, introduced into this 
country the system of manual training. 
The Institute itself has developed, in 
the opinion of those best qualified to 
judge, into an institution by far the 
best in the United States, and equalled 
by but one other in the whole world, 
an institution in Germany. Its students 
now number 1528; its instructors 227. 
This great body of students comes 
from forty states and two territories 
Gf the union and from over twenty for- 
eign countries. Among them are found 
about one hundred and seventy grad- 
uates of other colleges and scientific 
schools. In this way the _ Institute 
helps Massachusetts to: retain her edu- 
cational supremacy. 

To remain supreme, Tech, represent- 
ing Massachusetts, must not only im- 
prove, but must improve faster than the 
others. Let us remember that our in- 
dustrial supremacy was lost, not by 
diminution of our own energy, but by 
superior results obtained elsewhere. 

Other states are doing vastly more 
for their institutions of learning than 
is Massachusetts. In the south and 
west a system of state universities has 
grown up, and the acnua! state appro- 
priations for these universities often 
exceed the total which this state has 
given the Institute. Michigan, for ex- 
ample, gives annually $450,000 to her 
state university. Wisconsin. Illinois, 
and California” give even larger sums. 
In forty-two years Tech bas received 
from Massachusetts $377,191, which 
can properly be charged to it, an aver- 
age of less that $10,000 per year. The 
Institute has expended over $8,000,- 
000, of which the state has paid a very 
small percentage. Tech has to depend 
for her support mainly on her tuition, 
supplemented by gifts of private in- 
dividuals. This is very inadequate. In 
the school year of 1902-3 expenditures 
aggregated $473,240.59; receipts $436,- 
808.45, leaving a deficit to be made up 
by contributions of $36,432.14. Tech- 
nology has expended already. to a point 
far beyond that warranted by her ma- 
terial resources. She. has reached a 
crisis in her development. 

If Massachusetts is to see her In- 
etitute remain supreme in the field of 
technica} education, she must respond 
to her financial needs. Supremacy may 
be retained only by the creation of a 
fund sufficient not only to call to her 
class-rooms and laboratories the best 
professors, but also to keep her equip- 
ments apace with the times. The 
alumni are struggling valiantly to raise 
such a fund. It is, however, too mucb

HAS NOT RESIGNED. 


Selectman Millard F, Emerson, ‘chair- 
man of the board, is responsible for 
the statement that the rumor circulat- 
ed to the effect that Chief of Police 
Amos G. Jones had tendered his resig- 
nation, has no foundation. The resig- 
nation was intimated in an article 
sent by the local correspondent to the 
.Boston Sunday Globe, in relation to 
the state of affairs in the east part 
of the town where complaints have 
been made of rowdyism. The part of 
the article referring to the resigna- 
tion was: 


“The matter having been taken up 
by the selectmen has caused friction 
between that board and the chief of 
police. The chief claims he has en- 
Ceavored to put a stop to the distur- 
bances and malicious doings and it 
was reported today that he informed 
the selectmen that he would resign if 
his services were not satisfactory. The 
board told him emphatically that con- 
dition in the east part of the tewn 
must be improved. 


“Chief Jones left today for a week's 
Stay at Scituate and the selectmen ap- 


pointed Patrolman Gordon acting 
chief.” 


ATTENDED HEARING. 


The selectmen went to Dracut es- 
férday afternoon to attend a hearing 
before the Middlesex county commis- 
sioners on the petition asking t the 
present road from the | easterly end 
of First street, Lowell, to Varnum’s 
landing, be made a county road, and 
that a new county road be laid out 
and constructed along the north bank 
of the Merrimack river to the Methuen 
line, following the electric car line. 


This is another step in the movement 
on foot to secure favorable action from 
the state highway commissioners’ in 
making a state highway along the 
bank of the Merrimack’ river. Me- 
thuen is much interested, in the matter 
for the reason that the. state commis- 
sioners will have nothing. to do with 
the road unless Methuen will see to 
it that a passable road bed is con- 
structed along the route of the electric 
car line from the point where the line 
branches off from Lowell road to the 
Dracut line. ss 


The movement seems to be backed 
more by residents. of Lowell who are 
interested in automobiling than by the 
people of Dracut, and theywere rep- 
resented at the hearing in force. Dra- 
cut was well represented too, but there 
was a decided lack of enthusiasm, for 
the majority of the townspeople saw 
no good to the town in having the road 
laid out as asked, but wished to have 
the state road, if there was to be one, 
pass through the centre of the’ town, 
“where it would do some good. The 
road would then connect with North 
Lowell street, in this town. 


The matter was brought before the 
Middlesex county commissioners’ for 
the purpose of having the commission- 
ers take hold of the matter and defray 
the expense of constructing the new 
roadbed in Dracut, which must be 
done before the State Highway coim- 
missioners will consider the matter of 
making it a state highway. It seems 
that there is a distance of about a 
mile and a half from Varnum’s land- 
ing to the Methuen line which must 
thus be laid eut, and as the expense 
of so doing would be about $5000, and 
the benefit to Dracut very small, the 
people of that town are decidedly op- 
posed to spending that amount of mo- 
ney for the sole benefit, as they be- 
lieve, of a few automobilists of other 
cities. 


Methuen is in a somewhat similar 
position. As before stated, before the 
state highWay commissioners will un- 
dertake to make a state highway of 
the Dracut portion of the road, Me- 
thuen must have built a passable road 
from the Dracut line to. the point where 
the electric line branches off from T.o- 
well street. This is a distance of some- 
thing like a mile and a quarter or a 
mile and a half. 


The cost of doing this work would 


sbe about $500@ and !Selectman Emer- 


son informed the Middlesex county 
commissioners that, considering the 
number of Methuen _ residents who 


would be benefited, he did not think 
that the town would be willing to bear 
this expense at this time, anyway, If 
anything ts done on the Methuen end, 
it will have to be done; without doubt, 
by the Essex county commissioners. 
The matter has not yet been brought to 
their attention, and will not probably 
be until the Middlesex commissioners 
act in the Dracut matter. Mr. Emerson 
learned in conversing with the Middle- 
sex commissioners yesterday that, 
should they make the Dracut part a 
eounty highway as requested, they 
would bear but 25 per cent of the ex- 
pense of construction, and that Dra- 
cut would have to pay the remaining 
75 per cent. Should the Essex county 
similar stand, 
in case the Methuen‘end of the road 
were constructed it would still mean 
an expenfge to this town of nearly $4000, 
and at present there seems little like- 
lihood that the town would be willing 
to pay it. : . 

It is said that the state highway 
commissioners have given the Dracut 
people to understand that even when 
the roadbed is built, and accepted as a 
state highway, only a portion of it will 
be macadamized each year, and Se- 
lectman Emerson is of the opinion that

it will take five or six years before the 
} road would be macadamized. 

Should the state highway be put 
through Dracut centre, as the people 
of that town want, it would connect 
with the North Lowell road in Methuen 
and as the road is already in satisfac- 

\ tory condition, there would little or no 
expense to Methuen, 

The local selectmen will await the 
action of the Middlesex commission- 
ers before taking any action, and: 
should the Middlesex commissioners act: 
favorably on the petition, the select- 
men may ask the Essex county com- 
missioners to construct the part of the 
road through Methuen territory. 


LOCAL PEOPLE INJURED. 


Mrs. Edward Crompton and her two 
daughters, Mrs. Fred Stowers and Mrs. 
Christopher Jones, figured in an acci- 
dent on the Southern N. H. electric 
line Tuesday, all being somewhat in- 
jured, Mrs. Crompton quite badly. 

The accident occurred during the 
thunder storm in the earty part of the 
afternoon, The ladies were on the 
Town Farm car, when the thunder- 
storm broke. As they arrived at 
a point. opposite the Bragg resi- 
dence on Pelham street, the ‘ight- 
ning struck the car, burning out 
the fuse, and running through the en- 
tire length of the car, and fiilling it 
with flames.

DEATH OF OLD RESIDENT. 


William Laing who died on Monday 
afternoon had been a resident of this 
town for a great many years. His 
illness was but of a week's duration. 
Last Saturday he entered the Law- 
rence General hospital for treatment 
and it was at that institution that he 
passed away Monday at ‘ about three 
o'clock.

M-, 
and served as a private through -to 
the end of the war in 1865 when he re- 
ceived an honorable discharge. He saw 
hard fighting and took part in many of 
the famous battles and engagements 
of the rebeHion. Years ago he was a 
member of Post 39, G. A. R. With the 
exception of the years he spent away 


from home during the War 
he was not out of North Andover 
but two or three years and in that
